TO HOUSE WIVES. 

The following remarks from the Boston 
Medical Intelligencer, in which a good and 
simple method is suggested to correct the vi- 
tiated atmosphere in bed-chambers, is recom- 
mended to your particular attention ;—‘‘Small 
closets and concealed beds are extremely in- 
urious, especially to young people and inva- 
ids.

At the request of the First Uuiversalist So- 
ciety, of Sunday School Teachers, we cheer- 
fully give their Constitution and By-Laws a 
place in our columns. We have always been 
opposed to Sunday Schools, from the manner 
in which they are generally conducted ; that 
is, on an exclusive system, designed to incul- 
eute the sentiments of particular sects, into 
the minds ef children, before they ate capa- 
ble of using their judgment with respect to 
them ; and should, for the same reason, be op- 
posed to the establishment of one designed 
to inculcate the sentiment,- of Universalists, 
and are therefore the more pleased with the 
one before us, as our young friends have, very 
properiy, made it a leading point im their sys- 
tem of instruction, to endeavour to leave the 
mind free to its own choice, and not to give it 
the least bias towards any particular sentiment 
whatever. 


PREAMBLE. 


Whereas the general establishment of Sun- 
day Schools, having become a subject of con- 
siderable importance to parents and others, 
who have the improvement of the rismg gen- 
eration at heart, and as it becomes those who 
profess a belief in the universal goodness of Al- 
mighty God, to rear their children to a true 
knowledge his character as revealed in his 
blessed word; and to preserve their minds 
unsullied from the gloomy, and, what in our es- 
timation, are erreneous, doctrines of the age; 
We, whose names are hereunto affixed, have as- 
sociated ourselves together, into a Society, 
for the establishment of a Sunday School, in 
the Vestry of the First Universalist Chapel, 
in this ‘l'own, designed for the purposes above 
recited; and have established the following 
Constitution and By-l.aws, for our own, and 
the government of the School, under our 
charge. 

CONSTITUTION. 


Section. I. This Society shall be known 
by the name of tie “ First Universalist Socie- 
ty of Sunday School Teachers, in the Town 
of Providence.” 

Sec. II. This Society shall consist of at 
east two male and four female members, beside 
the Superentendant and Clerk or treasurer, 
who shall be members of the Society, and 
shall be chosen, at each quarterly meeting, 
from their number. 

Sec. Ill, No person shall be admitted to 
membership in this Society, who has not ar- 
rived at the age of fourteen years, and shall 


have been proposed at a previous meeting, 
and then, only, by the unanimous consent of 
the Society. : 


Sec, IV. No member shall absent himself, 
or herself, unnecessarily from attendance on 


from the Society, until be or she shall have 


intention of so doing, either to the Superin- 
tendant or Clerk. : 

Sec. V. Any well disposed persons may 
become honorary members of this Society, 
by paying to the Clerk at the time, and an- 
nually thereafter, the-sum of twenty five cents, 
to be applied with such other funds as the 
Society may possess, to the purchase of Books, 
and such other purposes connected with the 
general welfare of the School as they may 
think proper. Provided, that when any such 
member shall neglect or refuse to pay 
such sum of twenty five cents within the 
year, his or her name shall be. stricken, from 
the list. of members, and he or she shall be 
considered to all intents and purposes, as hav- 
ing resigned their said membership. 


Sec. VI. There shall be four quarterly 
meetings of this Society, on the Ist Tuesdays 
in June, September, December, and March; 
and such other special meetings as may from 
time to time be deemed necessary. 

Sec. VII. These articles of Constitution 
shall not be altered except by concurrence of 
two thirds of the members present, at any 
meeting of the Society, and then not unless 
one month previous notice, shall have been 
given, of such proposed alteration. 

BY-LAWS. 
OF THE SUPEKINTENDANT. 

Tt shall be the duty of the Superintendant 
to direct the general concerns of the School, 
and when necessary to assist the Teachers in 
the discharge of their duty. He shall preside 
at all meetings of the Society, but shall have 
no vote. He shall keep a listof the names 
of all the Teachers and Scholars, composing 
each Class, and shall reuove or promote any 
Scholar or Teacher, from one class to anoth, 
er, at his discretion. It shall. also be his du- 
ty/ to open and close the School by prayer, or 
by reading such portions of the Scriptures, as

The 
eaker, very pathetically, labored to assure 
his audience, that. it wes thetr indispensable 
duty, to cast a portion of their treasures into 
the treasury of the Lor, for the purpose of 
aiding those heralds of mercy who are engag- 
ed in the glorious work of evangelizing the 
world, With a countenance ecxpressive of 


ent, to contribute something, towards the sup- 
port of those men of God, who had sacrificed 
alleatthly énjoyments, that they might bear 
the glad tidings of the gospel to the destitute 
heathen: that they might be instruments in 
the hands of God, of saving the degraded hea- 
thens, from the pérnicious practice of idola- 
‘ry, and superstition, and what is infinitely 
More important, of saving them™from endless 
wretchedness in the world to come. 1 for one 
should like to be informed what propriety 
there is, in calling a doctrine, “ glad tidings” 
which dooms to irrecoverable ruin, nineteen- 
twentieths of the human family :-a doctrine 
that consigns to the fiery abodes of endless 
Wretclieduess, the poor heathen,’ for not be- 
dieving on-him, of whom,'they never heard. 
, This Rev. Missionary advocate, for the 
purpose, it seems, of exciting the commisser- 
ation of his audience, and to inspire them 
~with.a.zeal for. missionary exploits ;*gave a 
/most gloomy picture ef the present state-of 
;the world.. As the Reverend gentleman,| 
» gave a very. minute account, of thost who are 
to be saved, from ,unmerciful tortures in the 
invisible world ; I will just give a short sketch 
ef his description of the deplorable state in 
which the offopring of Jehovah are involved. 
_“ There is not (says he) more ‘than one fifth 
» part of the human family, who enjoy the priv- 


~-twentieth part of these inake a profession of 
‘ seligion, and not more than three quarters of 
who make a profession, give evidence 

of aehange of heart, without which, they can- 


the preacher evidently meant by the terms; 


and 4th articles contained in the-3d chapter 
of their confession of Faith, which reads 
thus, “ By the decree of God, forthe mani- 
festation of his glory, Some men and angels are 
predestinated unto everlasting life, and others 
fore-ordained to everlasting death. These 
angels and men, thus predestinated and fore- 
ordained are particularly and unchangeably 
designed ; and their number is so certain and 
definite, that it cannot be either increased or 
diminished.” This is the-Faith of this Mis- 
sionary gentleman, who is so zealously enga- 
ged in collecting money, under the pretence, 
of saving the heathen from the wrath of their 
Creator. Who, possessing the deast degree 
of common sense, cannot discover the priest- 
craft and deception, here practiced, under the 
pretext, of love to souls? And is it not evi 
dent, that, these pretended servants of Christ, 
represent themselves as infinitely more merci” 
ful than their Creator? They certainly do, 
for had they the power, they would not only, 
save the poor heathen, but the whole race of 
rational intelligences : but their God, who is 
possessed of all power, will save but a very 
few of the creatures he has made: as may be 
seen by the estimate, made by this Mission- 
ary gentleman, in his description of the pres- 
ent state of the world, of which, I have~ al- 
ready spoken According to this gentleman’s 
estimate, the number who are to he saved, 
(reckoning the whole number now living on 
the earth to be 809,000,000) from unending 
tortures in the world to come will be just 
6,000,000 s, which leaves just 794,000,- 
000-soulsto be doomed to the ceaseless re- 
gions of fire and brimstone. And this is what 
the reverend gentleman calls the gospel, 
which is “‘ glad tidings of great joy.” From 
all such gospel as this, I pray God, to be de- 
livered! And may ke in his infinite mercy 
forever keepit from disturbing the peace and 
harmony, of the ignorant, but honest heathen. 
This reverend and would-be-wise man, in 
speaking of the final prosperity of the church, 
(that is, the very small number just noticed 
abové) cited the promise,.made by Jehovah to 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob,. which he con- 
fined exclusively to the Church, (that is, to 
those of his party) he proved beyond doubt, 
that: the blessings contained in those promi- 
ses, will be realized, but the question, is, 
who are they, that are to receive the blessings 
promised in the covenant here spoken of.— 
Are they those only, who have arrogated to 
themselves the. title of Orthodox? Let us 
look at this passage in which the promise is 
recorded, and see if it indicates any thing, 
that looks like partiality; this isthe langa 
in which the blessing is. written, viz: “ 
myself have [ sworn, that in blessing I will

25. Paul, the great Apostle of the Gentiles, 
informs us that this plessiig is justification, 
through Faith in: Christ. I now ask,: what 
right, has this Missionary, to confine this bles- 
sing to a very small portion of the numan fam- 
ily: my friends do you ask, why he does 
thus? I answer, it is either because he is de- 
ceived, or else he wi'lingly handles the word 
of God deceitfully. The above passages are 
so perfectly plain, that comment, seems whol- 
ly unnécessary. 

The reverend gentleman, informed his au- 
dience, I think very correctly too, in the 
course. of his sermon, that, the Redeemer of 
the world, would eventually accomplish the 
object ofhis mission, which was to do the 
will of his Father. He even warned thein, 
against supposing that the will of Jehovah 
will not be done, and to effectually guard 
them from such an erroneous supposition. he 
cited the memorable words of: Jehovah 
spoken by the mouth of the prophet Isaiah, 
viz: ‘* My counsel shall stand,and I will doall 
my pleasure.” It seems to me, that it requires 
but a small share of common sense, to per- 
ceive that the sbove passage is directly op- 
posed, to that system of faith, of which, the 
reverend gentleman is a powerful advocate.— 
it seems by the above passage that there can 
be no.doubt, but that the wzl/ of God will be 
done ; it positively asserts, that Jehovah will 
do ail his pleasure. Well, now, is it not the 
pleasure of God, that all men should be saved 
and come to a knowledge of the truth? It 
most assuredly .is, for the Apostle Paul, in 
speaking of Jehovah, to.his son Timothy 
says, ‘“ Who will have ail men to be saved, 
and tocome unto the knowledge of the truth.” 
Now my friends, if we rely upon the testimo- 
ny of St,, Paul, we must believe, that, God 
wills the salvation of every intelligent being 
in the universe. This fact, then, being per- 
fectly clear, may, with propriety be dismissed. 
The only question which seems to remain for 
me to answer, is, will the pleasure, or will of 
our heavenly Father be done? I need not, I 
think, multiply words:to prove that it will: for 
this Missionary gentleman has saved me the 
trouble (for which, I tender him my thanks) 
by answering, by incontrovertible authority, 
the question in the affirmative. 

In concluding this communication, I would 
remark, that, as soon as men begin to discov- 
er, that their Creator feels as great an interest 
in the welfare of his creatures, as do these 
Missionary divines, they will withdraw. their 
support from them: the consequence, of 
which, will be, the downfall of Missionary ex-

A fre- 
quent abstraction, like this, is absoutely nec- 
essary to the moderation .of our desires, and 
the extinguishment of envy, ambition and 
pride; and to the proper. accomplishment of 
those duties, which are indispensably requi- 
site to a true christian behaviour. But a total 
seclusion from the world, even if it were prac- 
ticable, would be attended with little advan- 


tage either to ourselves, ur to the frople, with 
whom we are bound to associate. This is quite 

psite to the injunctions and precepts of the 
cfriatinn, religion. Yet how frequently is it 
the case, that men, insead of defending them- 
selves against the hostilities of fortune, give 
themsélyes up, an easy prey, to the least un- 
favourable circuinstances, that take place, and 
seek retirement, to brood-over their calami- 
ties! But the scriptures warn usragaipst so 
doing, by saying, “‘ Give not thyself over to 
heaviness; for cheerfulness is the life of man, 
and care bringeth old age before his time.” 
It was one of the chief precepts of the stoic- 
al philosophy that man should never permit 
his happiness to depeud upon any thing exter- 
mk” This, however, is ridiculous, and the 
conduct it recommends,impracticable. Yet, 
poeople certainly too often display their folly, 
and'their cowardice, by a voluntary surrender 
of themselves to the tyrrany of accidental ca~ 


lamites, and by making no endeavours, for}: 


their‘own security. Our misfortunes in this 
world, are so frequent, and so severe, that a 
certain degree of stoicism is absolutely néc-| 
essary to support us under their influence. 
He, thérefore, who would be superior to the 
petty evils of the present life, and elevate his 
Wioughts to that happy state, where pleasure 


of the true philosipher, and of an exemplary 
christian t must learn to bear up, with christ- 
iat fortitude, under the pressure of calamity, 
and endeavour to palliate, what he cannot re-

way; but i can see no reason why they should 
be justifieg, in stigmatising and vilifying 
the characters of those of theif brethren, who 
sincerely believe and advocate this doctrine. 
These remarks were elicited, by hearing a 
clergyman, who advocates the doctrine of no 
future punishment, when speaking of Univer- 
salists, who feel themselves constrained to ac- 
knowledge their belief in an equitable retri- 
butlon ; observe, that they were wked in 
proportion to the degree of punishment, in 
which they believed. Now, if there be any 
truth in this indecorous and unchristian de- 
claration $ it provesbelieversin endless misery, 
to be ‘an indescribably wicked race of mon- 
sters, which I think is far, very far from being 
the fact; and that believers in no future pan- 
ishment, are exceedingly righteous, which I 
think is teo paradoxical, to reed refutation. 
Reasoning upon this principle, no man can 
be truly righteous, unless he disbelieves in all 
punishment. If this be a correct standard, 
by which to test the piety and virtue of indi- 
viduals ; I think I may safely assert, that this 
clergyman has given the most unequivocal ev- 
idence, of his own exalted and snperior pie- 
ty; and this is evidenced, by his telling his 
people, that ‘God does not keep debt and 
credit,» and of course does not in all cases 
punish sin; that God has other means of pre- 
paring men for heaven, besides punishing 
them, for their sins: that he punishes sin, on- 
ly on general principles ;” &c. &c. - 

‘Lhave for some years past professed to be 
an Universalist ; but the thought, that Jeho- 
vah will suffer some of his creatures to,com- 
mit many crimes with impunity, is, I confess, 
one, of which I never dreamed; and to hear 
such an idea advanced, by one who is profess- 
engaged in advocating the doctrine of the 
divine impartiality, is to me a source of the 
deepest regret: If such principles, are in ac- 
cordance with Universalism, I think that the 
opposers of the system have a perfect right 
to pronounce it of a licentious tendency ;
